that financiers are certain that a gigau- 
Uc copper trust will l)e created very 
soon. 


They declare Hie copper trust will ul- 


timately have a capitalization almost 
equal to that of the billion dollar steel 
trust. 


The same multimillionaires will fa- 


ther both. If the copper trust had been 
horn at the same time as the steel 
trust, they would be Siamese twins, 
with the Standard Oil billions as the 
bond between them. 


These financiers say that the copper 


trust may not at tirst be one huge cor- 
poration. It may hi- made up at llrst of 
a number of correlative concerns, all 
with one selling asjent, the United 
States Metals Selling company, and all 
with iron bound, contracts with thai 
agent which will absolutely fix aud 
control the price of copper. 


The I'nlted States Metals Selling 


company was created by 11. 11. Honors 
and the Lewisohn Bros., who, with it. 
proposed to control the entire output of 
copper.

"Ob," said the man, "we are simply 


advertising the man around the corner. 
This is a busy street, and where one per 
son would notice the windows around 
tbere ten people will stop to look and 
admire here." 


"You are very accommodating," re- 


marked the woman, "to give your neigh- 
bors spuce in a prominent place like 
this." 


( "Oh, don't fool yourself." ho corrected. 
"I'm not advertising their business for 
nothing. They pay me lor every square 
inch of window room they occupy and at 
a good rate too. 


"It's a lucrative business, this thing ot 


renting out your windows in sections. 
I'\e had applications for u foot or two 
of space from a dozen other people living 
on less populous streets, and if 1 didn't 
have to keep a portion of nay window, 
which is rather small, for the display oC 
iny own goods, I could make the rent ot 
my whole shop off this one pane of glass. 
Sometimes u man, with a small trade will 
rent the whole of his window to an out- 
sider, but this wholesale disposal of priv- 
ileges is not common, for the reason that 
a good window costs more money than 
a renter cares to pay.

i Dreaded Wltne»« In Murder 


1>>* I'olnoii CcuieB. 


That prisoner who bas to face a charge 


of murder l>y poison has no witness 
against him who ib so much to be dread- 
ed as the analytical chemist. In many 
cases the life or death of the prisoner bas 
depended upon u simple t-speriment in 
the laboratory of the chemist. One meth- 
od of tradug poison is to transform, tbe 
s,uspeetod deposits into crystals and sub 
niit them to the powerful scrutiny of the 
microscope. But that test is successful 
only \\ln-ie comparatively large doses of 
poison hn\e been given. In another form 
of test the grave isfeue depends upon the 
color of a fragment of copper foil or the 
hues oC u liquid in a diminutive crystal 
globe. 
When arsenic is suspected to be 


the cause ot death, the copper foil esperi 
incut is tried. If the result is a dead 
bluck deposit the case looks equally 
black for the prisoner. 


Strychnine, when administered in a 


most minute form, is detected by a subtle 
process 
of chemical concentration by 


means of which the suspected fluids are 
reduced to a single drop, which is placed 
in n tiny glass globe. Into this is then 
dropped a minute particle of potash bi- 
chromate. If strychnine Is present, the 
ichult is a display of changing colors 
blue, purple, red and, lastly, a rich 
mauve tint. These colors ore pretty to 
look nt, but they may moon death for the 
suspected criminal. When opium is sus- 
pected to be the onuse of death, tbe fluids 
it K> chemically cleansed and then reduced 
to a drop or two. ^Citric acid is tirst ap- 
plied, and if morphia is present it is re- 
vcaled by the drops changing to n lovelj 
i armine huo. Then if sulpho >molybdic 
arid is applied the drops change first to a 
liiilliunt ruuguiitu color and then to a skj 
blue. 


Iu spite of nil the care and knowledge 


debited to chemical analysis in crimina 
rases mistakes sometimes are made. On 
one occasion a famous analyst, Professor 
Tiler, was nearly the unconscious causa 
of si-nding an innocent man to the gal 
lows. 
The professor, after careful ex 


ponnu-iits, declared that arsenic had been 
the rau.io o£ the death with which the 
piisoncr was charged. T,h« prosecutiou 
proved that the prisoner was the onl 
uiau who possibly could have administer- 
ed the poison. The man pleaded his in 
noccucc in the most frank and pitiabl 
way, but tbe evidence was against him 
Ho was sentenced to death, and the day 
(»f hiij execution was approaching when 
Piofossor Tyler received a letter from th 
condemned man setting forth his side o 
the case in such » forcible manner tba 
the professor was induced to n-vonsl 
his analysis and make another cxniuiuft 
lion. lie found, to his auiHZcment, tha 
the arsenic which be had discovered ha< 
been placed iu the tluida'by himself in the 
ordinary cuiiihc of his analysis. He a 
once confessed his blunder, and tho con 
demiu d man was saved from the gallows 
The di|Ticultie.s of a chemical Analyst 
may be imagined when It is realized tha 
of -oino poisons it requires only an iu 
liiiiu-sinial amount to produce death. 
Ouo-tv'nth of a grain of aconite will kill 
a powerful man, and of strychnin* halt 
a gralu l» enough to Mnd a man out of 
this world.—New York Prena.

The construction of 
this system of water works will not only 
be a great thing for the residents along 
the line and at Kiltcry Point, to which 
the system will be extended at the 
start,but will satisfactorily solve a prob- 
lem which has caused the government

—how to secure for the navy yard an 
abundant supply of pure water, suffici- 
ent not only for the present but for all 
futuie needs. The water of Folly pond 
m of exceptional purity, fit not only frr 
domestic purposes, but tor use in steam 
boilers, and there is plenty of it in the 
driest seasons. 
The surface of Folly 


pond is about 240 feet above mean high 
water at the mouth of the harbor, so 
that no pumping will be necessary; the 
natural tendency of water to run down 
hill will give all the force required to 
keep tue pipes full, and even to fill thf- 
huge standpipe on Seavey's island and 
the big reservoir that now occupies 
the site of old Fort SullivaD, on the 
highest point of 
the 
island. 
The 


water company propose to build 
a 


dam at the outlet of Folly pond, which 
will raise the level of the pond six or 
eight feet, and increase its storage ca- 
pacity from one fourth to one third. 
This is not regarded as necessary in the 
immediate futuie, as the outflow of the 
pond iu the driest times ia more than 
sufficient for all the immediate demands 
likely to be made on it. The darn and 
the incieased storage ic will attbrd are 
only for future contingencies. A 12- 
inch main will be laid from the pond to 
Kittery. 
Connection with the navy 


yard \vill probably be made across the 
present nnvy yard bridge, but this is not 
yet decided on; whatever the company's 
engineers say should be done, will be 
done. The water prpo will not cross on 
the i ail road budge shortly to be built, 
or that is to be a raihoad budge, and 
nothing elf>e.

tions. It was not believed that this bill 
would be pressed. This bill and the 
Stranahan mortgage taxation bill are 
suspected to be related. The bank share 
taxation bill has been amended so as to 
apply merely to local places, and the 
state will not derive any income from 
it except indirectly. Local taxation of 
bank shares, it is said, now varies. This 
bill imposes a local tax of 1 per cent 
upon the shares of stock of banks and 
banking associations. This will be a 
uniform tax. 


Sensational Trial In Germany. 


Berlin, April 11.—A sensational trial 


has begun at Elberfeld, in which 
Dieckhoff, Baumann and others are 
charged with having forced from mili- 
tary service many sons of wealthy par- 
ents in Dortmund, Bochum, Cologne, 
Colmar, Strassbnrg. Wiesbaden, May- 
ence, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Mulhouse, 
Selingen and Remscheid. A number of 
witnesses testified to having paid from 
2,000 to ,%000 marks for liberation, the 
money being used in part in bribing 
the military surgeons, among them 
Chief Staff Surgeon Schimmel. Alto- 
gether .there are 2'2 witnesses and ex- 
perts to be called.

It was ibe 
result of the uueui|ji-il 4Vicide of "Al- 
uert -leii^eu." who is really John Alb«-rt 
Skoug-. ihe dating aud skillful counter- 
feiter, i'liiel" Hazeu usin-d Skoojt iu 
the hospital, ami afterward, taking 
with him several secret servk-e ageuts 
and following a clew which he s*o* 
from papers in Skoog's pocket, he went 
to a building in Grand avfenue. Brook- 
lyn, and arrested Ernil Mobert, & 
Swede. 


One of the most complete and per- 


fect counterfeit ing plants ever found 
was discovered in the house. The long 
sought plates for the 50 kroner notes of 
the Bank of Sweden and the 100 kroner 
notes of the Bank of Copenhagen were 
among those found. They were buried 
away with other plates for the making 
of a £2o note of the Bank of Sc-otlaml 
which, it is said, the entire secret sirv- 
-ce of Ureat Britain has? been trying xo 
run down for years. 


Skoog is a native of Sweden, in which 


country he began his career as a coun- 
terfeiter. He is a painter, and when he 
came to this country in 1SW5 he opened 
a shop in Chicago so as to have an os- 
tensible means of support. Soon after 
this shop was opened Chicago and the 
jieighboring towns were flooded jvitli 
counterfeit $20 silver certificates boar- 
ing the portrait of Secretary Manning. 


Sfcoog tried to pass one of these notes 


at the box office of a theater one night' 
and was arrested. At the police station 
he-begged for a revolver., with which 
to kill himself. Failing to get the re- 
volver, he tried to commit suicide by 
taking cyanide of potassium, but fail- 
ed. Bis shop was searched, and the 
•plate for the Manning certificate and 
an unfinished plate for a 100 kroner 
note were found. Pending trial, he was 
sent to the jail at Joliet. There he and 
some murderers tied the keepers and 
escaped by dropping 40 feet from the 
walls. 


SvrediBlt Xote* Counterfeited. 


From that time until yesterday the 


secret service officers and the police of 
all the large cities have been on the 
lookout for Skoog. The first counter- 
feit in which his work was recognized 
by experts after his escape was the 
counterfeit of the Hendricks head sil- 
ver certificate. It was next detected in 
the Sherman and Webster $10 counter- 
feits, which appeared in 1898. Advices 
were received from Sweden that coun- 
terfeit Swedish notes, supposed to have 
been made by him, were in circulation 
in that country. 


Last year Commissioner of Police 


Ledburg of Stockholm and Chief of De- 
tectives Carlin of that city came to the 
United States for consultation with 
Chief Wilkie of the secret service about 
Skoog and his work. These officials re- 
ported that Sweden had been flooded 
by counterfeit 100 kroner notes. These 
notes all came from tho United States. 
They were taken over by Swedes living 
in this country who returned to their 
homes during the summer months. The 
Swedish authorities confiscated those 
counterfeits to an-a mount equal to $25,- 
000, a kroner being equal to about 27 
cents. 


Skoog JRe*.ppear>» In Peruou. 


AH dealers in foreign money had 


been warned to be on the lookout for 
him and had been given accurate de- 
scriptions of him and of the counter- 
feits which he had made, geveral 
months ago a tall, blond man, vearing 
eyeglass*-* and answering the descrip- 
tion of Rboog in every respect, went 
into a broker's office in New York and 
tried, to sell a 100 kroner note. The 
broker recognized the note as a coun- 
terfeit and the blond mau as Skoog. 
Without attracting his attention the 
broker managed to tell a woman who 
was in the shop at tho tima to follow 
Skoog until she met a policeman, to 
whom she was to point Skoog out and 
tell the policeman to arrest him, as 
he was a noted criminal. Tne woman 
did as she was told. 


She followed Skoog without attract- 


ing his attention and soon met a police- 
man, 
to whom she pointed him out. 


Because the policeman would not 


cross the street he lost the credit of 
arresting a notoiious criminal. 


Chief WJtoie said yesterday that 


Skoog -would be taken to Chicago and 
would be tried on the «ld charge of 
couuterleiting tie Manning head note, 
on which he was await?ng trial at the 
time of his escape from Joliet.

Experts Declare That It 
Contains 


Only a Very Small Quantity of 
Alcohol. 


POBTLASD, ME., April 12—The big 


batch of liquor cases, nearly all of 
which retulted from the sensational 
seizures ten days sgo, and which by 
mntnal agreement were postponed came 
up for a hearing in the municipal court. 
The court room was packed and the 
usual routine busines was side tracked 
and the hqnor cases given fail light of 


way. 
There was considerable haggling 


between counsel and several o£ the 
prisoners were released, the experts 
who analyzed the seized liquors having 
found in a number of instances less 
than the three per cent limit fixed by 
the Jaw. 


Finally five specific cases were chosen 


for trial, )t being argued that if the 
men were fonnrl gu;Hy no steps would 
be taken by the dealers to obtain pos- 
session of the seized liquors and that if 
they were acquitted the liquors would 
be returned to the original owners with 
out formal action. Tae five defendants 
Admitted that the liquors seized in their 
place of business were kept for sale.
